The Doctor

Since it is not possible to mark 
a baby by frightening the mother 
before birth, why does that old 
superstition persist? 


The most likely reason is that 
parents and friends, in searcning 
for something that might account 
for a baby's abnormality, seize 
upon and magnify some perfectly 
innocent prenatal incident. 
Birthmarks and other deformities 
which arc present at birth can be 
explained on 
perfectly 
natural 


grounds. 
A common tale is the one about 
the "strawberry" mark, which man 
mothers believe is caused by the 
mother's having crushed a straw- 
berry on her skin during her preg- 
nancy. When the tissues 
of 
the 
"strawberry" mark are examined 
under the microsope, they arc found 
to consist of blood vessels and to 
bear not the slightest resemblance 
to the cellular structure of a straw- 
berry. 
Common Misconception 
Many of the frights and scares 
which a ntother may reason caus- 
ed her child's deformity 
occured 
long after she became pregnant, at 
a time when the baby was complet 
ly formed. 
The idea of maternal impressions 
is held by people everywhere, and 
"superstitidus "cures" for birth- 
marks abound in the folklore of ev- 
ery country. The bureau of Health 
Education of the American Medical 
Association reports that questions 
about birthmarks are among 
the 
commonest it receives. 
Many infants arc malformed as 
a result from illness in the mother 
during pregnancy. If the mother ac- 
quires german measles in the first 
two months of pregnancy, the virus 
may cause an infection which will 
produce the developing infant such 
difficulties as cataracts, heart trou- 
ble, and mental retardation. 
Difference in the parents' blood 
groups are sometimes the cause of 
the difficulty. 
More often, however, the 
cause 
is the fact that the mother receiv- 
ed a transfusion of 
incompatible 
blood before she became pregnant. 
This form of difficulty in the baby 
can largely be prevented by match- 
ing blood types before a transfus- 
ion is given, and by giving trans- 
fusions to the infant after birth. 
Diseases are Dangerous 
Infants are often malformed 
as 
the result of infectious diseases of 
various sorts which they acquire 
rom their environment. 
The majority of miscarriages in 
vhich the embry9 can be identified 
how malformation. 
apparently, 
his is natures way of getting rid 
f an undesirable conception. 
In the majority of instances where, 


nfants are born with birthmarks or 
other malformations, the birth 
is 
normal and the parents have 
no, 
lereditary defects which have been 
passed on to the off - spring. 


QUESTION: In which form of use 
Is the greatest amount of nicotine 
absorbed from tobacco?

Colleges for 
Teachers Have 
Big Enrollment 


FAMOUS DIVISIONS NEED 


PICKED MEN 


Little Rock, Dec. 0 — (/P)— Cur- 
rent enrollment at the two state 
teachers colleges and in the edu- 
cation departments of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas and Ouachita col- 
lege are above normal, but this 
fact is expected to provide little, 
If any, future relief for a serious 
shortage of teachers in Arkansas' 
public school systems. 


A survey by the Associated Press 


showed that enrollments were far 
above wartime and pre-war levels 
at Arkansas State Teachers col- 
lege, Conway, and Henderson State 
Teachers College, Arkadelphia. A 
similar situation is to be found at 
the University and Ouachita. 


State 
Education Commissioner 


Ralph B. JOIIPS predicted, 
how- 
ever, that the higher enrollments 
""will have slight, if any, effect on 
the teacher shortage problem 
in 


Arkansas," 


The increases, he said, represent 
students "just going to college" or 
those 
obtaining 
general 
art 
courses and degrees or doing prep- 
aratory work on professional de- 
grees. 
Those who are training for the 
teaching 
profession, 
he 
added, 


"will be siphoned off by

boring states such as Oklahoma,

New York, Dec. 10 — (/P) — For 
the first time in history, the aerial- 
minded Southwest Conference has 
failed to produce the nation's "pas- 
singest" college football team. 
That distinction belonged today 
to Oklahoma A. and M. college, 
which hurled 252 forward passes 
during the K46 season, more than 
any other cllegiate eleven.

dist, the' "passingest" team 9f 1945 
with 263 attempts, which failed to 
finish among the leaders this year. 


In fact, the 15 leaders included 


only one team this year U'om ihc 
Southwest Conference. That 
was 
Texas, which finished third behind 
Nevada and Georgia in the bureau 
rankings, based on the 
average 
yardage gained by passes rather 
than the number or percentage of 
completions. 
Notre Dame, the country's No. 1 
team, led the nation in combined 
offense and also compiled the best 
defensive records to become the 
first team in history to take 
top 
honors in both departments.

Since it is not possible to mark 
a baby by frightening the mother 
before birth, why does that old 
superstition persist? 


The most likely reason is that 
parents and friends, in searcning 
for something that might account 
for a baby's abnormality, seize 
upon and magnify some perfectly 
innocent prenatal incident. 
Birthmarks and other deformities 
which arc present at birth can be 
explained on 
perfectly 
natural 


grounds. 
A common tale is the one about 
the "strawberry" mark, which man 
mothers believe is caused by the 
mother's having crushed a straw- 
berry on her skin during her preg- 
nancy. When the tissues 
of 
the 
"strawberry" mark are examined 
under the microsope, they arc found 
to consist of blood vessels and to 
bear not the slightest resemblance 
to the cellular structure of a straw- 
berry. 
Common Misconception 
Many of the frights and scares 
which a ntother may reason caus- 
ed her child's deformity 
occured 
long after she became pregnant, at 
a time when the baby was complet 
ly formed. 
The idea of maternal impressions 
is held by people everywhere, and 
"superstitidus "cures" for birth- 
marks abound in the folklore of ev- 
ery country. The bureau of Health 
Education of the American Medical 
Association reports that questions 
about birthmarks are among 
the 
commonest it receives. 
Many infants arc malformed as 
a result from illness in the mother 
during pregnancy. If the mother ac- 
quires german measles in the first 
two months of pregnancy, the virus 
may cause an infection which will 
produce the developing infant such 
difficulties as cataracts, heart trou- 
ble, and mental retardation. 
Difference in the parents' blood 
groups are sometimes the cause of 
the difficulty. 
More often, however, the 
cause 
is the fact that the mother receiv- 
ed a transfusion of 
incompatible 
blood before she became pregnant. 
This form of difficulty in the baby 
can largely be prevented by match- 
ing blood types before a transfus- 
ion is given, and by giving trans- 
fusions to the infant after birth. 
Diseases are Dangerous 
Infants are often malformed 
as 
the result of infectious diseases of 
various sorts which they acquire 
rom their environment. 
The majority of miscarriages in 
vhich the embry9 can be identified 
how malformation. 
apparently, 
his is natures way of getting rid 
f an undesirable conception. 
In the majority of instances where, 


nfants are born with birthmarks or 
other malformations, the birth 
is 
normal and the parents have 
no, 
lereditary defects which have been 
passed on to the off - spring. 


QUESTION: In which form of use 
Is the greatest amount of nicotine 
absorbed from tobacco? 
ANSWER: From snuffing. O ow- 
ing is next, and smoking is last. 
Of all the various forms of smoking 
there is least absorption from tne 
use of cigarets. • 


Colleges for 
Teachers Have 
Big Enrollment 


FAMOUS DIVISIONS NEED 


PICKED MEN 


Little Rock, Dec. 0 — (/P)— Cur- 
rent enrollment at the two state 
teachers colleges and in the edu- 
cation departments of the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas and Ouachita col- 
lege are above normal, but this 
fact is expected to provide little, 
If any, future relief for a serious 
shortage of teachers in Arkansas' 
public school systems. 


A survey by the Associated Press 


showed that enrollments were far 
above wartime and pre-war levels 
at Arkansas State Teachers col- 
lege, Conway, and Henderson State 
Teachers College, Arkadelphia.

The Gorman-built lino Europa, i'e- 
namcd the Libertu by the 1'Tench, 
snapped her moorings in a gale- 
drivon tidal wave today, 
gashed 


her side against harbor wreckage 
and sank into the mud on a shal- 
low side of the Lc Havre basin. 
The 49,746-ton vessel, 
assigned 


to France as war reparations, act- 
tied with a heavy list upon reces- 
sion o£ the tidal wave, which had 
caused the sea to rise three leel 
above normal. However, a rising 
tide later righted her, indicating 
she had retained some buoyancy.

Tidal Wave 
Wrecks Nazi 
Ship Europa 


Lc Havre. Franco, Doc. 9 —(/I1)— 


The Gorman-built lino Europa, i'e- 
namcd the Libertu by the 1'Tench, 
snapped her moorings in a gale- 
drivon tidal wave today, 
gashed 


her side against harbor wreckage 
and sank into the mud on a shal- 
low side of the Lc Havre basin. 
The 49,746-ton vessel, 
assigned 


to France as war reparations, act- 
tied with a heavy list upon reces- 
sion o£ the tidal wave, which had 
caused the sea to rise three leel 
above normal. However, a rising 
tide later righted her, indicating 
she had retained some buoyancy. 


French 
line officials 
expressed 


hope that the Liberte, dogged by 
uacl luck since she was launched 
at Hamburg as a north German 
Lloyd liner in August, 1938, could 
be ref'ated.

Soviet communism rather than its 
daily director. In either case it is 
assumed that political power

Moscow is shifting to new hands 
and that r'-en -*H"n<?b change be 
most orderly, Soviet leaders 
are

an atmosphere of world calm." 
Well, that's logical enough. But 
vv~i har-~«r>sp '-"Mn stal>" com- 
pletely relinquishes the reins, as 
fie must ao sometime? ,*lnai s me 
vital question for the rest of the 
world. We have no ordinary situa- 
tion here. For' more than a score 


of years Stalin has been the un- 
challenged head of a totalitarian 
dictatorship. His word has been law 
In a nation covering a sixth of the 
globe's land surface and .h.wing a 
population of almost 200.000,000. 


Whether ybu admire him or dis- 
like him, the fact remains 
that 


Stalin is — or has been — one of 
the most 
powerful 
leaders 
the 


world ever has known. Whatever 
strength 
Russia 
has 
developed 


since the revolution has been due 
mainly to him. He gave her indus- 
trial "power; he created a 
huge 
army, and he himself was actual 
commander-in-chief of the 
Soviet 


forces during the late war. He has 
dictated" Soviet foreign affairs, and 
he is given credit for having di- 
rected the unceasing crusade 
to 


communlze the world. 
Who takes over vhe job? Those 


who have been worried and fear- 
ful because Stalin was in power, 
will find a bigger anxiety in get- 
ting an answer to that, or so it 
strikes me. What single individual 
s capable of stepping into the gen- 
eralissimo's shoes and keeping an 
iron hand on that great Russian 
machine which reaches across two 
continents? Only time will give us 
the answer. But it won't be easy 
to replace Stalin without far-reach- 
ing effects both 
at 
home 
and
